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Here was never any thing by the 
wit of man ſo well deviſed, or 
ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in con- 
tinuance of time hath not been 

corrupted : as (among other things) it 
may plainly appear by the Common pray- 
ers in the Church, commonly called Divine 
Service. The firſt original and ground 
whereof, if a man would ſearch out by the 
ancient Fathers, he ſhall finde that the ſame 
was not ordained but of a good purpoſe, 
and for a great advancement of godlineſs. 
For they ſo ordered the matter, that all che 
whole Bible (or the greateſt part thereof) 
ſhould be read over once every year: in- 
trending thereby, that the Clergy, and ſpe- 
cially fuch as were Minifters of the con- 
gregation , ſhould ( by often reading and 
meditation of Gods word ) be ſtirred up 
to godlineſs themſelves, and be more able 
to exhort others by wholeſome doctrine, 
and to confute them that were adverſaries 


by — — hearing of holy Scripture read in 
the Church, hould continually profit more 
and more in the knowledge of God, and 
be the more inflamed with the love of his 
true religion. But cheſe many years paſſed ; 
this godly and decent order of the ancient 
Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken, and 
neglected, by planting in uncertain Stories, 
Legends, Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetiti- 
ons, Commemorations, and Synodals, that 
commonly when any book of the Bible was 
begun, before three or four Chapters were 
read out, all the reſt were unread. And 
in this ſort, the book of Eſay was begun in 


Advent, and the book of Geneſis in Sep- 


tuageſima : but they were only begun, and 
never read through. Afrer like ſort were 
other books of holy Scripture uſed. And 
moreover , whereas S. Paul would have 
ſuch language ſpokea to the people in the 
Church, as they might underſtand and 
have profit by hearing the ſame : the ſer- 
vice in this Church of England ( theſe 
many years) hath been read in Latin to the 
people, which they underſtood not: ſo 
that they have heard with their ears onely, 
and their heart, ſpirit, and minde have not 
been edificd thereby. And furthermore, 
notwithſtanding that the ancient fathers 
have divided the Pſalms into ſeven porti- 
ons, whereof every one was called a No- 
urn: now of late time à few of them have 
been dayly ſaid , and oft repeated, ani che 
reſt utter omitted. Moreover , che aunty 
ber and hard neſs of the rules called the Pie, 
and the manifold changings of the ſervice 
was the cauſe, that to turn the book onely 
was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that 
many times there was more buſineſs to 
finde out what ſhould be read, chen to 
reade it when it was found out. 

Theſe inconveniences therefore conſider» 
ed, here is ſet forth ſuch an order,whereby 
the fame ſhall be redręſſed. And for a 
readineſe in this matter, here is drawn, out 
a Kalendar for that purpoſe, which is platn 
and eaſie to be underſtood , wherein (. ſo 
much as may be ) the reading of holy Scri- 
pture is To ſet forth , that all things fhall 
be done in order, without breaking one 
piece thereof from another. For this cauſe 
be cut off Anthemes, Reſponds , Invita- 
tories, and ſuch like things as did * 

the 
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eke dontinual courſe of the reading of the 
Scripture: Yer becauſe there is no remedy, 
but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome 
rules , therefore certain rules are here ſer 
forth, which as they be few in number , ſo 
they be plain and eaſie to be underſtood. 
So that here you have an order for prayer 
(as touching the reading of holy Scripture) 
much agreable to the minde and purpoſe 
of the old Fathers, and a great deal more 
rofitable and commodious then that which 
of late was uſed. It is more profitable , be- 
cauſe here are left out many things, where- 
of ſome be untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome 
vain and ſuperſtitious , and nothing is or- 
dained to be read, but the very pure word 
of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which 
isevidently grounded upon the ſame , and 
that in ſuch a language and order, as is 
moſt eaſie and plain for the underſtanding 
both of che readers and hearers. It is alſo 
more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs 
thereof, and for the plainneſs of the or- 
der, and for that the rules be few and eaſie. 
Furthermore , by this order the Curates 
ſhall need none other Books for their pub- 
lique ſervice , but this Book and the Bible. 
By the means whereof,the people ſhall not 
be at ſo great charges for books, as in times 
paſt rhey have been. 
And where heretofore there hath been 
great diverſity in ſaying and ſinging in

And all Prieſts and Deacons ſhall

Churches witliin this Realm , ſome folloy- 
ing Salisbury ufe, ſome Hereford uſe, ſome 
the uſe of Bangor, ſome of York, and ſome 
of Lincoln: now from henceforth all the 
whole Realm ſhall have but one uſe. And 
if any will judge this way more painful, be- 
cauſe that all things muſt be read upon the 
Book, whereas before by the reaſon of ſo 
often repetition, they could ſay many 
things by heart: If choſe men will weigh 
their labor, with the profit and know- 
ledge , which dayly they ſhall attain'by 
reading upon the Book , they will not re- 
fuſe the pain, in conſideration of the great 
profit that ſhall enſue thereof, 

And foraſmuch as nothing can almoſt be 
ſo plainly ſet forth, but doubts may ariſe 
in the uſe and practiſe of the fame: To 
appeaſe all ſuch diverſity , (if any ariſe ( 
and for the reſolution of all doubts con- 
cerning the maner how to underſtand, do, 
and execute the things contained in this 
Book , the parties that fo doubt , or di- 
verſly take any thing , ſhall alway reſort 
to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, who by his 
diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting 
and appeaſing of the fame, fo that the 
ſame order be not contrary to any thing 
contained in this Book. And if the Biſhop 
of the Dioceſs be in doubt, then he may 
ſend for the reſolution thereof to the Arch.

knowledge, and for becauſe 
they were winked at in the be- 
ginning, they grew daily to 
more and more abuſes, which 
not only for their unprofitable 
neſs, but alſo becauſe they have 
much blinded the people, and 
obſcured the glory of God, are 
worthy to be cut away, and 
clean rejected. Other there be, 
which although they have been 
deviſed by man, yet it is thought 
good to reſerve them ſtill, as 
well for a decent order in the 
Church (for the which they 
were firſt deviſed) as becauſe 
they pertain to edification, 
whereunto all things done in 
the Church (as the Apoſtle 
teacheth) ought to be — 
And although the keeping or o- 
mitting of a Ceremony in it 
ſelf conſidered, is but a ſmall 
thing: yet the wilful and con- 
temptuous tranſgreſ>ion, and 
breaking of a common order 


.and ciſcipline, is no ſmall of 


ſence before God. 
Let all things be done among 


you, ſaith S. Paul, in a ſeemly | 


Of Ceremonies, why. ſome be aboliſhed, and ſome retained, 


E ſuch Ceremonies as be [and due order. The appoint- 


ment of the which order pertai- 
nech not to private men: there- 
fore no man ought to take in 
hand, nor -preſumeto appoint 
or alterany publick or common 
order in Chriſts Church, ex 
cept he be lawtully called and 
authoriſed thereunto. 

And whereas in this our time, 
the mindes of men are ſo divers, 
that ſome think it a great mat - 
ter of conſcience, to depart from 
a piece of the leaſt of their Cere- 
monies, they be ſo addicted to 
their old Cuſtomes: and again 
on the other ſide, ſome be ſo 
new fangled, that they would 
innovate all things, and ſo de- 
ſpiſe the old, that nothing can 
like them but that is new: it 
was thought expedient, not ſo 
much to have reſpect; how to 
pleaſe and ſatis fie eicher of theſe 
parties, as how to pleaſe God, 
and profit them both. And yet 
leſt any man ſhould be offend- 
ed, whom good reaſon might 
ſatisfie, here be certain cauſes 
rendred, why ſome of the accu- 
ſtomed Ceremonies be put a- 
way, and ſome retained and 
kept ſtill. 

Some are put away, becauſe 
the great exceſs and multitude 
of them hath ſo encreaſed in 
theſe latter days, that the bur 
then of them was intolerable, 
whereof S. Auguſtine in his time 


complained, that they were 
grown 


rown to ſuch a number, that 
the eſtate of Chriſtian people 
was in worle caſe concerning 
that matter, then were the Jews, 
And he counſelled, that ſuch 
yoke and burthen ſhould be ta- 
ken away ;as time would ſerve 
quierly ro do it. 

But what would 5. Auguſtine 
have ſaid, if he had ſeen the Ce- 
remonies of late days uſed a- 
mong us: whereunto the mul- 
titude uſed in his time was not 
to be compared? I his our ex- 
ceſsive multitude of Ceremo- 
nies was ſo great, and many of 
them ſo dark, that they did 
more confound and darken, 
then declare and ſet forth 
Chriſts benefits untous. 

And beſides this, Chriſts Go- 
ſpel is not a Ceremonial Law 
(as much of Moſes Law was ) 
but it is a Religion to ſerve God, 
not in bondage of the figure or 
ſhadow, but in the freedom of 
the Spirit, being content onl 
with thoſe Ceremonies, which 
do ſerve to a decent order, and 
godly diſcipline, and ſuch as be 
apt to ſtir up the dull minde of 
man to the remembrance of his 
duty to God, by ſome notable 
and ſpecial ſignification, her- 
by he might be edified. 

Furthermore, che moſt weigh-

ty cauſe of the aboliſhment of 
certain Ceremonies, was, that 


they were ſo far abuſed, partly 


by the ſuperſtitious blindeneſs 


of ſuch as ſought more their 
own lucre, then the glory of 
God, that the abuſes could not 
well be taken away, the thing 
remaining ſtill. But now as con- 
cerning thoſe perſons which 
peradventure will be offended, 
for that ſome of the old Cere- 
monies are retained ſtill; if they 
conſider that without ſome Ce- 
remonies it is not poſsible to 
keep any order, or quiet diſci- 
pline in the Church, they ſhall 
eaſily perceive juſt cauſe to re- 
form their judgements. And if 
they think much that any of the 
old do remain, and would ra- 
ther have all deviſed anew : 
then ſuch men, granting ſome 
Ceremonies convenient to be 
had, ſurely where the old may 
be well uſed, there they cannot 
reaſonably reprove the old, on- 
ly for their age, without be- 
wraying of their own folly. For 
in ſuch a caſe, they ought rather 
to have reverence unto them 
for their antiquit /, if they will 
declare themſelves to be more 
ſtudious of unity and concord, 
then of innovations and new- 
fangledneſs, which (as much as 
may be, with the true ſettin 

forth of Chriſts Religion) is al- 
ways to be eſchewed. Further- 
more, ſuch ſhall have no juſt 
cauſe with the (eremonies re- 
ſerved to be offended. For as 
thoſe be taken away which 
were moſt abuſed, and did bur- 


of the rude and unlearned, and | then mens conſciences, without 
partly by the unſatjable avarice any cauſe : ſo the other that re- 


ain, 


main, are retained for a diſci- 
pline and order, which ( upon 
juſt cauſes) ma» be altered and 
changed, and therefore are not 
to be eſteemed equal with Gods 
Law. And moreover, they be 
neither dark nor dumb Cere- 
monies, but are ſo ſet forth, that 
every man may underſtand 
what they do mean, and to 
what uſe they do ſerve. So that 
it is not like, that they in time 
to come, ſhould be abuſed as 
other have been. And in ſtheſe 
our doings we condemn no 0- 


0 / Ceremonies, 


ther Nations, nor preſeribe any 


thing but to our own people 
only. For we think it conveni- 
ent, that every Countrey ſhould 
uſe ſuch Ceremonies, as th 


ſhall think beſt to the ſetting 


forth of Gods honor and glory, 


and to the reducing ot the peo- 
ple to a moſt perfect and godly 
living, without error or ſuper- 
ſtition: And that they ſhould 
put away other things, which 
from time to time they per- 
ceive to be moſt abuſed, as in 
mens ordinances it often chan- 
ceth diverſly, in divers Couns 


treys.

ſaying, — alſo waſt with Jeſus of 
Galilee. But he'dented befoze them 
all,ſaying, J wot not what thou ſayft. 
When he was gone out into the 
poſh another wench ſaw him, and 
ald unto them that were there, This 
fellow allo was with Jeſus of Naza- 
reth. And again he denied with an 
oath, ſaping, I do not know the man. 
After a while came unto him they 
that ſtood by, and ſaid unto Peter; 
Surely thou art even one of them, foꝛ 
thy ſpeech bewzayeth thee. Then be- 
gan he to curſe and to wear, that he 
knew not the man. And immediately 
the cock crew. And Peter remembꝛed 
the wo2d of Jeſus , which ſald unto 
him, Befo2e the cock crow, thou ſhalt 
deny me thꝛice: and he went out and 
wept bitterly. hen the mozning 
was come, all the 274 ztieſts and 
Elders of the people held a councel 
againſt Jeſus to put him to death, 
and bꝛought him bound, and deliver⸗ 
ed him unto Pontius Pilate the De- 
puty. Then Judas which had betray⸗ 
ed him (ſeeing that he was condem- 
ned) repented himſelf, and bꝛought 
ago e thirty plates offilver tot 
let Pꝛieſts and Elders, ſaying, J 
— tined , betraying-the innocent 
lood. And they ſald, That is that 
pown the ſilver plates in the temps 
nthe ſilver p n the te 
and departed and went and hangen 


himſelt. And the chief Pateſts took 
the ſilver plates, and ſatd , Jt is not 
lawful fo2 to put them into the trea- 
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ſury , becauſe it is the pꝛice of blood. 
And they took counſel ; and bought 
with them a potters field to bury 
ſtrangers in. TUherefoze the field is 
called Aceldama , that is, the field of 
blood, until this day, Then was ful- 
filled that which was ſpoken by Jere- 
my the Pꝛophet, ſaying, And they 
took thirty ſilver plates, the pꝛice of 
him that was valued , whom they 
bought of the childꝛen of Iſrael , and 
ave them f02 the potters field as the 
02D appointed me. Jeſus (food be- 
foze the Deputy, and the Deputy agk- 
ed him, ſaying , Art thou the King 
of the Jews? Jeſus ſaid unto him, 
u {ayſf, And when he was accu- 
ſed of the chief Baie and Elders, he 
anſwered nothing, Then ſaid Plate 
unto him, Peareſt thou not how many 
witneſles they lay againſt thee ? And 
e anſwered him to never a woꝛd, in⸗ 
omuch that the Deputy mar velled 
greatly, At that feaſt the Deputy 
was wont to deliver unto the people 
a pꝛiſoner whom they would deſire, 
De had then a notable pꝛiſoner called 
Barabbas. Therefoz when they 
were gathered together, Jtlate ſald. 
CUhether will ye that J give looſe 
unto you, Barabbas, oꝛ Jelus which 
is called Chꝛiſt? Fo2 he knew that foz 
envy they had dellvered him. hen 
e was ſet down to give judgements 
is wife (ent unto him, ſaying, Have 
thou nothing to do with that juſt 
man, ;fo2 J have ſuffered this day 
many-things in my ſleep becauſe of 
him.

Judas 
then (after he had received a band of 
men, and mintſters of the high pueſts 
and Phariſees) came thither with 
lanterns, and firebzands, and wea- 
pons, And Jeſus knowing all things 
that ſhould come on him, went koꝛth 
and ſaid unto them, Whom ſeek ye ? 
They anſwered him, Jeſus of INaza- 
reth, Jeſus ſaid unto them, J am he.

Simon Peter ſtood and warmed 
himſelf, Then ſaid they unto him, 
Art not thou alſo one of his diſcipfes? 
He denied it, and ſald, J am not. One 
of the ſervants of the high Pꝛieſt 
(his couſin whoſe ear Peter ſmote 
off) ſatd unto him, Did not J ſee thee 
in the garden with him? Peter there⸗ 
foze dented again: and immediately 
the cock crew. Then led they Jeſus 
from Cataphas, into the hall of 
judgement: it was in the moꝛning, 
and they themſelves went not into 
the judgement hall, leſt they ſhould be 
defiled , but that they might eat the 
Paſsover. Pilate then went out to 
them, and laid, That accufation 
bꝛing you againſt this man? They an- 
ſwered and laid unto him, It he were 
not an evil doer , we would not have 
delivered him unto thee. Then ſaid 
Pilate unto them, Take pe him, and 
judge him after your own law. The 
Jews thercfoze (atd unto him, Jt is 
not lawful fo2 us to put any man ta 
death: that the woꝛds of Jeſus 
might be fulfilled which he ſpatze, ſig⸗ 
nifying what death he ſhould die. 
Then Pilate entred into the judge⸗ 
ment-hall again,# calledJefus,t ſain 
unto him, Art thou the Ring of the 
Jews?

F 02 
this cauſe was J bozn, and fo2 this 
cauſe came J into the world, that J. 
ſhould bear witneſs unto the truth: 
and all that are of the truth hear my 
voice. Pilate ſaid unto him, That 
thing is truth? And when he had (aid 
this, he went out again unto the ews 
and ſaid unto them, J find in him no 
cauſe at all. e have a cuſtome, that 3 
ſhould deliver you one [cole atEaſter, 
will ye that J looſe unto you the King 
of the Jews 2 Then cryed they all a- 
gain ſaying, Mot him, but Barabbas. 
The ſame Barabbas was a murther⸗ 
er. Then Pilate took Jeſus therefoꝛe 
and ſcourged him: and the ſouldiers 
wound a crown of thoꝛns, and put it 
on his head. And they put on him a 
purple garment, and came unto him, 
and ſaid, Mail King ofthe Jews, and 
they ſmote him on the face. Pilate 
went fo2th again, and ſald unto them, 
Behold, IJ bang him fo2th to you, that 
ye may know that J find no fault in 
him. Then came Jeſus fo2th, wear- 
ing a crown of thoꝛn, and a robe of 
purple. And he ſaith unto them, Be⸗ 
hold the man. TUhen the high ID ꝛieſts 
therefo2e, and the miniſters ſaw htm, 
they cryed, Cruciſie him, cruciſie him. 
Pilate ſaith unto them, Take ye him, 
und cricifie him, foꝛ J find no cauſe 
in him. The Jews ankwered him, 
e have a law, and by our law he 
ought to die, becauſe he made him 
ſelf the Son of God, TUhen Plate 
heard that ſaying, he was the moe 
atratv,and went again into the judge- 
ment hall, and aid unto Jelus, 
hence art thou? But Jeſus gave 
him no anſwer. Then ſaid Pilate 
unto him, Speakeſt thou not unto 
me? Knoweſft thou not that J have 
power to crucifie thee, and have pow- 
er to looſe thee 2 Jeſus anſwered, 
Thou couldff have no power at all 
againſt me, except it were given thee 
from: above : therefoze he that de⸗ 
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ſiſter , "WY 


ſin. And from thencefo2th ſought Pi⸗ 
late means to looſe him. But the 
Jews cried, ſaying, It thou let him 
go, thou art not Celars friend: fo2 
whoſoever maketh himſelf a King, is 
againſt Celar. en Pilate heard 
that laying, he bꝛought Jeſus fo2th, 
and fat down to give ſentence , in 
a. place that is called the Pave- 
ment, but in the Pebꝛew tongue, 
Gabbatha. Jt was the pzeparing 
day of Eaſter, about the ſixth hour, 
And he laid unto the Jews, Be- 
hold your King, They cryed, ſaying, 
Away with him, away with him, cru- 
cifie hum. Pilate ſaith unto them, 
Shall Jcrucifie yourKing?The high 
Peſts an{wered, Wie have no King 
but Ceſar. Then delivered he him to 
them to be crucified, And they took 
Jeſus, and led him away. And he 
bare his Croſs , and went fozth into 
a place which is called, The place of 
dead mens (culs, but in Hebꝛew, Gol- 
gotha, where they crucified him, and 
two other with him, on either (ide 
one, and Jeſus inthe midſt. And PIt- 
late wote a title, and put it upon the 
Crols. The waiting was, Jeſus ot Na- 
zarcth, King of the .Jews. This title 
read many of the Jews: foꝛ the place, 
where Jelus was crucified, was near 
to the city, and it was waitten in Ve- 
bzew, G2eek, and Latine. Then 
ſaid the high JIMeſts of the Jews 
toÞtlate, CUrite not, King of the 
Jews : but that he ſato, J am King 
of the Jews. Pilate anſwered, CAhat 
Jhave witten, that J have wütten. 
Then the ſouldters when they hay 
crucified Jeſus, took his garments 
and made four parts, to everyſouldier 

apart, & alſo his coat. The coat was 
without ſeam, wꝛought upon thꝛough⸗ 
aut. They laid therefoze _ them- 

ſelves, Let us not divide it, but caſt 

lots fo2 it who ſhall have it, that the

ſought Pilate that their legs might

And if there be not above twenty per- 
ſons in the Pariſh of diſcretion to receive 
the Communion , yet there ſhall be no 
Communion, except four or three at the 
leaſt communicate with the Prieſt, 

And in Cathedral and Collegiate Church- 
es, where be many Prieſts and Deacons , 
they ſhall all receive the Communion with 
the Miniſter every Sunday at the leaſt, ex- 
cept they have a reaſonable cauſe to rhe 
contrary.And to take away the ſuperſtition, 
which any perſon hath,or might have in the 
Bread and Wine, it ſhall ſuffice that the 
Bread be ſuch as is uſual to be eaten at the 
table with other meats, but the beſt and pu- 
reſt wheat-bread that conveniently may be 
gotten. And if any of the Bread and Wine re- 
main, the Curate ſhall have it to his own uſe. 
The Bread and Wine for the Communion 
ſhall be provided by the Curate and the 
Churchwardens at the charges of the Pa- 
riſh; and the Pariſh ſhall be diſcharged of 
ſuch ſums of money, or other duties, which 
hitherto they have paid for the ſame by or- 
der of their houſes every Sunday. 

And note, tthat every Pariſhioner ſhall 
communicate at the leaſt three times in the 
year,of which Eaſter to be one, and ſhall al- 
ſo receive the Sacraments, and other Rites, 
according to the order in this book appoin- 
ted. And yearly at Eaſter every Pariſhio- 


[iy | ner ſhall reckon with his Parſon, Vicar, or 


Curate, or his or their deputy, or _— 
and pay to them or him all Eccleſiaſtical 


duties, accuſtomably due, then and at that 
time to be paid.

Tbe miniſtration of Baptiſm to be uſed in the

the Sacrament of Baptiſm in the old 
time was not commonly miniſtred, but 
at two times in the year: at Eaſter and 
Whitſuntide. At which times it was openly 


1. appeareth by ancient Writers, that 


miniſtred in the preſence of all the Congre- 
gation : Which cuſtome now being grown 
out of uſe, (although it cannot for many 
conſiderations be well reſtored again) it is 
thought good to follow the ſame as near as 


Con- 


conveniently may be. Wherefore the peo- 
ple are to be admoniſhed, that it is moſt 
convenient that Baptiſm ſhould not be ad- 
miniſtred but upon Sundays, and other Ho- 
ly-days, when the moſt number of people 
may come together, as well for that the 
Congregation there preſent may teſtifie the 
receiving of them that be newly baptized 
into che number of Chriſts Church, as alſo 
becauſe in the Baptiſm of Infants, every man 
preſent may be put in remembrance of his 
own profeſſion made toGod in his Baptiſia. 
For which cauſe alſo it is expedient that Ba- 
ptiſm be miniſtred in the Engliſh tongue. 
Nevertheleſs, if neceſſity ſo require, chil- 
dren may at all times be baptized at home.

The Communion of the ſich. 


Oraſmvch as all mortal men be ſubject 

to many ſudden perils, diſeaſes and 
lickneſſes, and ever uncertain what time 
they ſhall depart out of this life; there- 
fore to the intent they may be always in a 
readineſs to die whenſoever it ſhall pleaſe 
Almighty God to call them, the Curates 
{hall diligently from time to time, but ſpe- 
cally in the plague time, exhort their Pa- 
riſmoners, to the oft receiving (in the 
Church) of the holy Communion of the 
Body and Blood of our Savior Chriſt : 
which if they do, they ſhall have no caufe 
in ther ſudden vititation to be unquiet for 
lack of the ſame. But if the ſick perſon be 
not able to come to the Church, and yet 
is deſirous to receive the Communion in his 
houſe, then he muſt give knowledge over 
night, or elſe early in the morning, to the 
Curate, ſignifying alſo how many be ap- 
pointed to Communicate with him: and 
having a convenient place in the ſick mans 
houſe, where the Curate may reverently 
miniſter, and a good number to receive the 
Communion with the ſick perſon, with all 
things neceſſary for the fame, he ſhall 
there miniſter the holy Communion.

II isevident untoall men, diligently reading holy Scripture, and 
ancient Authors, that from the Apoſtles time, there bath been 
theſe orders of Miniſters in Chriſts Church, Biſhops, Prieſts 
and Deacons : Which Offices were evermore had in ſuch reve- 
rent eſtimation, that no man by his own private authority might pre- 
ſume to execute any of them, except he were firſt called, tried, ex- 
amined and known to have ſuch qualities, as were requiſite for the 
ſame, and alſo by publique prayer, with impoſition of hands, ap- 
proved and admitted thereunto. And therefore, to the intent theſe 
orders ſhould be continued, and reverently uſed and eſteemed in 
this Church of England, it is requiſite that no man, (not being at 
this preſent, Biſhop, Prieſt, nor Deacon) ſhall execute any of them, 
except he be called, tried, examined, and admitted, according to 
the Form hereafter following. And none ſnall be admitted a Dea- 
con, except he be twenty one years of age at the leaſt. And eve- 
ry man which is to be admitted a Prieſt, ſhall be full four and twenty 
years old. And every man which is to be conſecrated a Biſhop, ſhall 
be fully thirty years of age. And the Biſhop knowing either by 
himſelf, or by ſufficient teſtimony , any perſon to be a man of ver- 
tuous converſation ,, and without crime, and after examination and 
trial, finding him learned in the Latine tongue, and ſufficiently 
inſtructed in holy Scripture , may upon a Sunday or Holyday , in 
the face of the Church, admithim a Deacon, in ſuch manner and 
form as hereafter followeth,
